Thomas W. White, Supervisor of Adminis- 
tration: “In the death this morning of Hon. 
John N. Cole, men identified with public 
affairs of Massachusetts for the past quarter 
century have lost a friend and the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts has lost one of its 
ablest public servants. As the head of one 
of the biggest and one of the most important 
departments at Beacon Hill, he has long been 
recognized for his farsightedness, his con- 
structive ability, and his never-failing 
energy and capacity for work. He was an 
eminent leader of the Republican party, 
whose able judgment and whose resource- 
fulness were known to all, but more than 
that, he was an executive who knew how to 
give a full measure of service to any position 
which he held and no subordinate or employee 
ever gave more in time or energy or interest 
in his work than the Commissioner himself. 
From his early political days to the time of 
his recent sickness, he has ever been known 
as a fighter. Whether dealing with questions 
of policy within the party or the adminis- 
tration of affairs under his own supervision, 
he never ducked an issue.

Constitution. 


Shall an amendment to the constitu- 
tion relative to roll calls in the General 
Court on the adoption of preambles of 
emergency laws, which received in a 
joint session of the two Houses held 
May 27, 1920, 169 votes in the affirma- 
tive and 15 in the negative, and at & 
joint session of the two Houses held 
May 24, 1921, received 261 votes in the 
affirmative and 1 in the negative, be 
approved? 


Referendum Question No. 2. 


Shall a law (Chapter 368 of the Acts 
of 1921) which provides that any volun- 
tary association composed of five or 
more persons, and not subject to the 
first eleven sections of chapter 182 of 
the General Laws, may sue or be sued 
in its common name, that in any suit 
against such association service may be 
made upon certain designated officers 
thereof, and that the separate property 
of any member thereof shall b: exempt 
from attachment or execution in any 
such suit, which law was passed in the 
House of Representatives by a vote of 
124 in the affirmative to 84 in the nega- 
tive, and in the Senate by a majority 
not recorded, and was approved by His 
Excellency the Governor, be approved?

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The Story of 
Our States

XLVII.—ARIZONA 
ISTORI- 
CALLY, 
Arizona is 
both the 
youngest and 
probably the 
oldest of our 
states. While 
e states to be 
admitted to the Union and as 
such dates its existence only 
from 1910, its history before the 
advent of white men dates back 
into the dim past. Here were 
located those interesting people, 
the Cliff Dwellers, and the ruins 
of their cities high up‘in  inac- 
cessible places have :aused much 
speculation as to these ancient 
people. It is supposed that these 
Cliff Dwellers were the ances- 
tors of the Pueblo Indians and 
were decidedly more advanced 
in civilization than their neigh- 
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the same race as the Aztecs of 
Mexico and understood irriga- 
tion, agriculture and the build- 
ing arts. 

It was rumors of the great 
Pueblos that, instigated the first 
visit of the white men. Padre 
Nizan in 1539 explored this ter- 
ritory and he was followed by 
Coronado in search of the myth- 
ical wealth of the Indian cities. 
Coronado, though failing to find 
the reputed gold, did discover 
the Grand Canon of the Colo- 
rado with its wonderful scenic 
beauty, which has become one of 
the great assets of the state. 

This region was considered 
part of Spanish territory and 
when Mexico declared its inde- 
pendence it became a Mexican 
province. After the Mexican 
war the section north of the Gila 
river was ceded to the United 
States and the southern portion 
was acquired through the Gads- 
den Purchase in 1853. In 1863 
Arizona was separated from 
New Mexico and made a terri- 
tory. 

The derivation of the name 
Arizona is uncertain, but it pos- 
sibly came from the Spanish, 
meaning “dry belt.”
